Uncle Judah is Rabbi Block’s 
answer to Christianity’s. Santa 
‘Claus. Just as Rudolph the Red 
Nose reindeer’s master is a leg: 
endary figure, Uncle Judah per- 
sonifies history's Judah Macca- 
bee. 

Last Sunday, Rabbi Block, at- 
fired in his Uncle Judah cos- 
tume, spent a busy day appear- 
ing at two parties given for 
youngsters of the Greenwich 
Village community, and later 
that day a gala dinner for the 
older guests, 


WHAT’S THE story behind 
this quite unusual innovation? 
According to Rabbi Block, whose 
synagog shares quarters with 
the Village Presbyterian’ church, 
he attended a Christmas party 
a few years back launched by 
the “Fifty Club,” an organiza- 
tion of Village businessmen, 
where children of all faiths were 
feted and given presents by San- 
ta Claus, The Santa Claus—the 
Rabbi later found out—was a 
Jew! 

At the end of the party the 
rabbi approached the members 
and proposed that a Hanuka 
theme be injected at the party 
the following year in view of 
the fact that many of the chil- 
dren and members were of the 
Jewish faith. It was then that 
Uncle Judah was conceived. 


WITH THE AID of an Israeli 
artist an appropriate costume 
was designed. The uniform is 
blue and white with a large 
Mogen David embroidered im 
silver on the chest area encircled 
by the name Uncle Judah Mae- 
eabee. Sandals complete the cos- 
tume, 

When the “Fifty Club” spon- 
sored their holiday party the 
following year both the Rabbi 
{ag Uncle Judah) and the Min- 
ister of the Village Presbyterian 
church, Rev. Jesse William Stitt

"Blame Zionists, 
But Have No Proof

NEW YORK (NJP) — Two leaders of the Zionism-breeds- 
anti-Semitism philosophy, interviewed by The Post, were forced 
to concede they had no proof to support their claim. 

Chief Syrian delegate to the -UN, Ambassador Ahmad Shu- 
keri, who charged flatly that Zionism caused anti-Semitism in 
the United States at a meeting sponsored by the Arab Students 








organization in New York, told The Post he had no information 


whatsoever to substantiate his charges. 


AT THE MEETING he said that it was only natural for 


Christians to view their Jewish neighbors with suspicion and dis- 
trust when they aided the Zionist cause. 
When pinned down by a Post reporter, however, he said he 
didn’t known. what Christians thought, but explained that those 
would be his feelings if he were a Christian living in the U. S. 

Dr. Garland Evans Hopkins, executive director of the Ameri- 
can Friends of the Middle East, took the same position when he 
was questioned about the source of his views. 

Hopkins had asserted that “if the Middle East was lost to 
Russia, continued Zionist activities in the U. S. could bring on a 
wave of anti-Semitism.” 

“A significant number of Americans,” he said, “harbored 
latent and dormant anti-Semitic feelings which could be un- 
covered by Zionist activity and exploited by the Anti-Semitic 
fringe groups.” 

HE ADDED THAT “though this is the last thing I want to 
see happen, it is human nature to seek a scapegoat.” 

Pressed for substantiation of his remarks, the former Pro- 
testant minister could only repeat that these were his “personal 
observations.” 

When it was pointed out that his remarks could be inter- 
preted as intending to frighten Jews away from helping Is- 
rael, Hopkins claimed that this was not his intention at all. 

“I do not raise this alarm with the purpose of frightening 
Jews. I rather urge them to look more carefully into a matter 
that I believe, because of my persona] observations, is real and 
potential of creating inter-community strife in America.”

Asthmatic Children Play 
Like Old Pros at JNHAC 





DENVER (NJP)—In Miami, New Orleans, White Plains and New York City—they wouldn’t 
believe what is going on at Denver’s famous National Jewish Home for Asthmatic Children! 

Folks in Allen Stolier’s neighborhood in New Orleans wouldn’t believe that the 14-year-old boy 
who left home for Denver nearly seven months ago was winning honors for himself here as a 


crack fullback on a _ football 
team. 

The same is true for Victor 
Feigleman, 14, of Miami .. . 
and for Danny. Carbaleira, 13, of 
New York City . . . and for 
Donald Silverman, 12, of White 
Plains. 

In fact, the same is true for 
every kid playing on any one 
of the three teams fielded this 
fall by the National Jewish 
Home. 


COACH JACK Weiner, home 
recreation director, said his 
three teams—80, 100 and 125 
pounders—are loaded with. spirit 
and determination—but unfortu- 
nately—and . understandably— 
are rather short on talent. 

The shortage on talent is 
quickly understood when you 
realize the youngsters at the 
home qualify for admission be- 
cause they are life-long -suffer- 
ers from chronic, intractable 
asthma and most of them have 
never .even touched a football 
before, much less played in an 
actual game with other kids. 

Asthma itself is not a disease 
which ordinarily deprives a boy 
or girl of the usual childhood 
activities, But in its chronic, in- 
tractable state—the worst. there 
is—it is a crippler, sometimes 
even a_ killer, 


IN THEIR - FAMILY homes, 
the JNHAC footballers were 
semi-invalids, in a few cases to- 
tal invalids, Most of them were 
out’ of school more than they 
were in, They were often bed- 


ridden, puny ‘and underweight, | 


constantly seized with violent 
wheezing and coughing spasms. 

Take Stolier, the backfield 
star from New Orleans, for in- 
stance. An asthma _ sufferer 
since he was 2, he had to be hos- 
pitalized six’ times in recent 


yéars..as the result of .chronic . 


attacks and the ravages they 
caused in his lungs, He was a 
virtual invalid. Me had never 
played football or done many of 
the other things common to a 
growing boy. 

After six months at the Den- 


‘ver institution, Allen was 2 


standout performer on the 
home’s 100-pound team’s back- 
field, sweeping endg and knifing 
through the line like a veteran. 

Stolier’ss runs were being as- 
sisted by the blocking of Feigle- 
man of Mimai. An asthma vic- 
tim since the age of 4, when his 
family resided in Brooklyn, Vic- 
tor and his mother moved to 
Miami several years ago. when 
his father died, He became sick- 
er in Miami and finally came to 
the Denver home in a severe 
condition last summer. 

UP IN THE line on the 100- 
pound team is Tackle Carbaleira 
of New York City. When he 
came to the JNHAC 15 months 
ago, he was suffering extremely 
severe asthma, complicated with 
an alergiec skin condition. He 
had never taken gym in school. 
‘Now Danny hasn’t missed a 
day of school in nine months at 
Lake junior high and his skin

NOW THE $64,000 question: 

How is all this done? 
The Jewish home has won a 
national reputation showing how 
it can be done. The formula, ac- 
cording to Dr. Harold Tuft, 
JNHAC medical director, is sep- 
aration from the family environ- 
ment, group living, medical care 
and psychotherapy by a trained 
staff of psychologists and psy- 
chiatrists, 

Dr, Murray Peshkin, a New 
York allergist, postulated a the- 
ory in the 1920s that although 
asthma itself stems from phys- 
ical factors of allergy, the chron- 
ic intractable phase is brought 
about by emotional and psy- 
chological factors which cause 
the victim to “use” the asthma 
attacks subconsciously as a tool 
to gain attention and prestige 
in his home. 

IT WASN’T until 1940, how- 
éver, that the theory was put 
into practical use when JNHAC, 
formerly a home for children of 
destitute tuberculosis patients, 
changed its program to care for 
asthmatic children, 

Since that time, appreximate- 
ly 750 youngsters have . been 
turned out of the Denver insti- 
tution and of those, 85 per cent 
have experienced a complete 
absence of symptoms or have 


e 

been able to control their disease 
with usual medical methods. 

Chronic intractable victims get 
that way because they do not 
respond to the usual methods, it 
was pointed out. Some 5 million 
persons suffer asthma in the 
United States. and 90 per cent

(for each portion) 
1 largest size white potate 
1 clean white string 8 inches 
long 
fat for deep frying 


Scrub and pare one potato for 
each portion using the largest 
size available, Cut off the ends 
and sides to make a symmetri- 
cal block. Cut into julienne strip; 
equal in size, and ‘place in a 
pan of cold, salted water to pre- 
vent darkening. When all are 
cut, take your clean white string 
and tie each bundle of potatoes 
in the center, keeping them 
even, 

Drop the bundles of tied pota- 
toes into deep frying oil or short- 
ening (400 degrees on the deep 
fat thermometer) and fry until 
brown. Place the bundles of 
fried potatoes on a clean cloth 
which has been spread on a 
cookie sheet and place in the 
oven to stay warm at 180 to 200 
degrees, 

The frying should ‘be done one 
hour before serving, and the po- 
tatoes should remain in the 
warm oven for about an hour. 
Five minutes before serving, re- 
move from the oven, plunge for 
a few minutes into the deep 
fat to crisp the potatoes. Put 
the bundles of fried potatoes on 
absorbent paper to drain. Hold- 
ing the tines of a two-pronged 
fork. firmly over the potatoes, 
cut the strings with a kitchen 
scissors. Grasp the string and 
pull which will remove the outer 
layers and reveal the inner lay-

Israel Retaliations 
Against Arabs Justified 


By CARL ALPERT 


BOSTON, Mass.—Wherever I have gone since my arrival in 
the States a few weeks ago, the question most frequently asked 
me is: “Will there be war in the Middle East?” None ‘can 
prophesy with certainty, but from the point of view of the Is- 
raeli who is in daily and intimate touch with the situation, who 
draws his conclusions from personal knowledge, and not from 
the frequently misleading scare headlines which 
have so alarmed American _Jewry, certain an- 
swers emergé. 

There Will Be War, If Arabs Want It 

Indeed,. the chain of events can be fairly 
clearly indicated as consequences and effects. 
There will be war in the Middle East if the 
Arabs want war, and there will be no war if 
the Arabs want none. If the Arabs feel that 
a military adventure launched against Israel has 
any chance of success, they will not hesitate to 
embark on that course, as they have been sae 
ening for the past eight years. - 

If they feel that Israel is strong enough to repel any attack 
against her, strong enough once again to shame her opponents 
as she did in 1948, strong enough, perhaps, to turn the tide, and 
expand her own area as a result of the ill-considered conflict, then

lated to lead to all-out war. This does not mean that they will 
necessarily discontinue those harassing tactics along the border 
which are intended to probe Israel's strength and weaken Israel’s 
determination. . 
Israel Must Become Strong, Stay Strong 

If this analysis is correct, then Israel’s policy is prescribed 
automatically: ‘To become strong and to remain strong. Yet, it 
is not sufficient that Israel merely be strong. It is necessary 
that the Arab states be aware of it as well, if such strength is to 
be a deterrent element. As indicated above, harassing border in- 
cidents are tests of that strength. 

Were Israel to submit tamely to armed incursions onto its 
territory, to bombing of peaceful homes and attacks upon peaceful 
buses, to sniping across the lines at fishermen or farmers, it would 
be serving notice of its own physical weakness or moral cowardice. 

Scenting victory, the Arabs would be quick to press from one 
advantage to another. Thus it is that Israelis compelled to as- 
sert its resistance to infiltrators and marauders, to demonstrate 
that the physical means and the moral will for strong defense are 
not lacking. - : 2 ; 

Retaliations Insure Peace 

World public ‘opinion may be outraged by Israel’s openly 
acknowledged’ retaliation operations, but were London and Wash- 
ington more honest’ or possibly better informed, they would 
realize that only thus will peace be maintained. 

Does not official Washing#ton policy proclaim that the Western 
democracies must be so strong that, the Russians will never dare 
attack? Does not the logic ‘of-that policy apply to Israel as ‘well 
with respect to its hostile and ever-threatening neighbors? 

- Israel’s strength: must be based on more than: provoked dis- 


out which even the bravest army cannot stand up against the foe 
today, and that ‘is why Israel is seeking to _purchase defensive 
— from the United States. 
“Must Be Based On Science 

- It must: be based on mastery of -modern:science and technology 
and engineering, and that is why a great school-like the Technion, 
Israel Institute of Technology, is today, more than ever,. with _its 
2,500 students, standing in the front’ line of the nation’s defenses. 

“Ft must be-based on full integration of all its citizens and on

‘America, we'd better put our 
two cents worth in. 


If SO HAPPENS that in the 
top. echelons of Time editors, 
there is at least one, and per- 
haps two, who are Jewish. No 
doubt there are many more in 
positions of -less importance, 

It can hardly have escaped the 
knowledge of these men that 
their publication’s position on 
matters affecting Israel has 
been considered hardly fair, and 
that by innuendo if not other- 
wise (in the review of Koestler’s 
latest book of essays in the cur- 
rent issue there’s another nasty 
crack at Jews which in its im- 
press on non-Jews is as dishon- 
est as any reporting can be). 
Time loses little opportunity to 
smear Israel, 


IF THAT IS so, then it would 
_not be amiss to suggest to Time 
that for reliable handling of 
news it get an expert who 
knows the Jewish community. 

As we said editorially last 
week, Jews will be the last to 
complain about news criticizing 
Jews, if the criticism is war- 
ranted. But it makes no sense 
for Time to indicate by reprint- 
ing the views of a crackpot on 
Zionism that the Jews of the 
U. S. are in a state of hysteria. 

We could almost hope that 
they were. 

If anything the U. S. Jewish 
eemmunity is in an apathetic 
state—at least top many mem- 
bers ‘of the community are— 
-about what is happening to their 
eoreligionists, not alone abroad, 
but in the U. S, too. 


TIME IS compounding the er- 
rers in its handling of news af- 
fecting Jews, and in all friendli- 
ness we suggest to the publica- 
tion that for the kind of publi- 
eation it is—independent and 
often fearless—it behooves it to 
look into this matter. Perhaps 
it is being steered wrong or is 
underestimating the need for 
rearranging decision-making in 
its news department to see that 
its reports on Jews reflect an 
accurate picture of the Jews, 
Whether of the U. S. or of Israel 
or anywhere else in the world.

WEINSTEIN herds and 
Hebrews were abominations un- 
to the Egyptians so Joseph real- 
ly rated in Pharaoh’s eyes to be 
able to bring his father into the 
sacred presence of the Egyptian 
man-god, 

When Jacob knew-that he was 
to be gathered unto his fathers, 
he asked that his sons be 
brought to him for the blessing 
and he forthwith fell into that 
strange ancestral pattern of dis- 
regarding primogeniture — of 
preferring the younger to the 
firstborn. He deliberately placed 
the right hand of blessing on 
the head of Ephraim the young- 
er of Joseph’s two sons—even 
against the protest of Joseph. 

It is so often the way with 
those who have benefitted from 
an infraction of the law that 
they are more than eager to hon- 
or the law. But Jacob perhaps to 
justify his own dealings with 
Esau insisted that Ephraim be 
placed before Menasseh, 


SO TOO WHEN it came to 

blessing the other sons, he de- 
prived Reuben of the leadership 
due the first-born and placed the 
family sceptre in the hands of 
Judah, the lion’s whelp. It is in 
the blessing of Judah that we 
find a passage which for hun- 
dreds of years has been used 
by missionaries to prove to un- 
wary Jews that the Tanach 
(which they call the Old Testa- 
ment) predicts the coming of 
the Messiah Jesus. 
They have read the tenth verse 
of the 49th Chapter of Genesis 
in this way: “The scepter shall 
not depart from Judah, nor a 
lawgiver from between his feet 
until Shiloh come.” Shiloh, the 
fundamentalist Christian mis- 
sionaries have insisted, is an- 
other name for Jesus. 

The newly revised edition of 
the Bible adopted by most Prot- 
estant denominations now trans- 
lates this passage more in con- 
sonance with the Massoretic 
text. It is now read: “The scep- 
ter shall not depart from Judah, 
nor the ruler’s staff from be- 
tween his ‘feet, until he comes 
to whom it belongs.” 


SO, TOO, DOES the revised 
version jettison the mistransla- 
tion in the second Psalm—“kiss 
the son,’—which missionaries 
insisted referred to Jesus. The 
new. translation prefers “kiss 
his feet,” a symbolic gesture of 
reverence to the Lord God. 

In the same way, the Revised 
version throws overboard the 
customary translation of the He. 
brew word Almah in the 7th 
chapter of Isaiah. Both the Prot- 
estant and Catholic Bibles trans- 
lated this term “virgin” and in- 
sisted that the miraculous birth 
of Jesus from a virgin is pre- 
dicted by Isaiah himself, The 
new translaton now reads: “A 
young woman shall conceive and 
bear a son’”—which, while still 
the great mystery of creation, 
is no miracle.

There will be and has been'‘any num- 
ber of reasons put forward as to why it 
was necessary for the Israeli forces to 
make the foray into Syria which cost 
more than 40 Syrian lives not to men- 
tion the number of Israeli soldiers killed.

But the several losses that inevitably 
accrue: to Israel because of this kind of 
attack, whether provoked or not, may be 
greater than the Israelis think and the 
ramifications so widespread as to affect 
the morality of Israel as well. 

If Ben-Gurion does not take into con- 
sideration in his military actions, the 
attitude of United States Jewry then he’s 
making another mistake. 

Whatever some Israelis think, the 
United States Jewish community is not 
so irrevocably wedded to the support of 
Israel that the new nation can do any- 
thing it wants without affecting the 
feelings of the United States Jewish 
community towards it. 

There is a limit, and it would do Mr. 
Ben-Gurion well to realize this. 


ODDITY OF UNCLE JUDAH IS ITS ANSWER 


The oddity of the Uncle Judah ap- 
proach to the problem of Christmas- 
Hanuka which makes it a good news 
story for this edition of The Post, also 
provides the answer to the question of 
whether this is a possible solution. 

Ten or 15 or 20 years ago, when 

Judaism was in flight in the United 
States, the Uncle Judah approach might 
not have been received as an oddity. In 
some quarters, it would have been wel- 
comed as-a way out of the annual dilem- 
ma of Jewish parents at the Christmas 
season. .

That doesn’t mean that with one fell 
swoop all Christmas trees will disappear 
from every Jewish home, or that a 
stray stocking won’t be hung on the 
mantelpiece in a number of Jewish homes 
on Christmas eve. 

But the articulate community as such, 
the rabbis, the educators, Jewish public 
opinion have all made it clear that 
Christmas is a religious holiday of great 
moment for Christians. For Jews, Han- 
uka suffices. 

This is all part of the decision the 
Jewish group has made in the matter of 
survival of Judaism in the United States. | 
Jews will live as Jews in an American 
environment, participating in all ven- 
tures common to the community as a 
whole, but reserving for itself the ob- 
servance of its own religious practice. —

Your answer to the National 
Jewish Post of Sept. 18 in an-

RABBI WEINSTEIN’S VIEW 


ON JOSEPH DISPUTED 


@ Editor, The Jewish Post: 

It seems to me that Rabbi 
Weinstein’s (and Maurice Sam- 
uel’s) unwarranted disparage- 
ment of Joseph is contrary to 
the letter and spirit of the Bib- 
lical narrative and to Jewish 
tradition, Neither the Torah nor 
the Aggada hides Joseph’s faults 
as a young boy, but both em- 
phasize his remarkable and ex- 
emplary moral growth. To our 
rabbis he was so exemplary that 
they declared that two arks pre- 
ceded the Israelites in the des- 
ert, one containing the tablets 
and the other Joseph’s remains. 

Rabbi Weinstein raises some 
questions about Joseph’s treat- 
ment of his brothers and of the 
Egyptian laity. Concerning the 
latter question, we can point out 
that it is unrealistic to project 
our socia] thinking into an age 
and civilization profoundly dif- 
ferent from ours. Concerning 
the first question, permit me to 
quote from two sermons deal- 
ing with Joseph. 

“Joseph had all the possibili- 
ties of becoming a successful 
egoist. Instead, he became Yo- 


seph haTzadick, Joseph the 
Righteous. One failing Joseph 
did not have, and that was the 
key to his moral growth, Joseph 
was incapable of hatred, 
“Joseph’s moral maturity did 
not come instantaneously. His 
experiences in Egypt were yet 
to teach him how unreliable and 
full of pits are the things in 
which one puts his trust. He dis- 
covered that without God a 
man’s powers and plans are 
vain, His discovery of God as 
the guide of man enabled him to 
put things into their proper per- 
spective. It gave him the power 
to rise above human injustices; 
and it enhanced his determina- 
tion to seek to remove evil from 
the hearts of the wrongdoers.” 
(Faith for Fallibles, pp. 189-192). 
“What was it that kept Joseph 
from becoming warped both by 
his disasters and triumphs, de- 
scribed by Rudyard Kinling as 
the two imposters of life?

Times carried 
a report that Japan is following 
suit. 


Egypt has practically thrown 
England: out of the Suez. Once 
Nasser builds Egypt into a 
strong military power, he'll kick 
England out completely, WNas- 
ser’s maneuverings in North Af- 
rica are aiding the Arab nation- 
alists in throwing off the French 
yoke. His purpose here is to 
eventually Moslemize all Africa 
(as stated in a N. Y. Times dis- 
patch of about a year ago) re 
sulting in an African Arab-Mos- 
lem league with Egypt as its 
head.
